and he proceeded to get her out of the way with the 
aid of his gun. 

Moeller conducts a store, selling notions, and on 
Sundays “cider” to a very tough element, who are his 
boon companions when in his cups. He is a veteran 
of the late warand a pensioner, and after each pension 
day he hasa debauch that lasts until his funds are 
exhausted. The woman who bears his name, he 
claims, left a husband some nine yearsago to live with 
him. They have never lived happily together, he 
accusing her of infidelity, even though they were not 
bound by marital ties. When on a spree he was in the 
habit of amusing himself by placing his wife against 
the wall and slashing at her witha sabre, seeing how 
near he could come to her person without cutting her. 
His name appears on the recorder’s docket a dozen 
times or more, and the reason why he is not spending 
atermin the penitentiary is because Judge Downs 
overlooked his disturbing propensities because of his 
army record. Of late, however, he has been more 
violent in his conduct, and his wife has been in con- 
stant terror of him, and had threatened to enter com- 
plaint against him before the recorder. 

He seems to have had a dread of his honor, and from 
that factthe cause of the shooting undoubtedly led. 
Sunday, as his wife relates in her interview, he had an 
exceptionally good trade selling cider to his customers 


and his receipts gave him a good supply of funds. He ; 


was pretty well loaded up Sunday night when he closed 
his cider press, aud on Monday he started out to have

a spree, and continued on his carousal until Thursday 
afternoon, when he returned to the house and de- 
manded money from his wife, threatening to kill her 
if she did not furnish him funds to continue on his de- 
bauch. She refused to give him the money and 
threatened to make acomplaint against him at police 
headquarters. He then left the house, saying that he 
intended going into the. country until he could sober 
up. He left the house and was not seen or heard of by 
her again until some time after midnight, when she 
heard him in his room cursing and vowing vengeance 
upon her if he could reach her. She was safely locked 
in her room and did not give much heed to his ravings 
as she was used to them, and fell asleep. About six 
o'clock she was awakened by the report of a gun, and 
a few minutes later she heard him talking and telling 
some one that he had fired ata rat and missed it. The 
person he was addressing was an officer. who was on 
his way to the station house. Soon afterwards Mrs. 
Moeller arose and dressed herself. While she was 
making her toilet the enraged inebriate was cursing 
and thrashing about the kitchen like an enraged beast. 
Upon leaving her room she entered the kitchen, where 
her husband was seated upon a chair, with the gun 
resting upon his knees. She stepped in front of the 
looking glass to arrange her hair, when he arose and 
said: 

“You need not comb that hair, for your time has 
come. You'll not get away this time to have Judge 
Downs send me to the Albany penitentiary, for Vl 
kill you before that.”

Moeller had, meanwhile, barricaded himself in his 
house, and he held the officers who were endeavoring 
to arrest him at bay. Finally Chief Meade arrived and 
approached in front of the window, and commenced 
conversing pleasantly with Moeller. He was less ex- 
cited, and showed a disposition of weakening. He 
agreed tocome down and open the door, and was at 
the point of so doing, when Officer Donnelly passed 
by the window, and Moeller became enraged. and 
swore and cursed at the officer, against whom he 
seemed to have a personal hatred, on account of hav- 
ing been arrested by him a few months ago. It be- 
came evident that Moeller could not be arrested with- 
out serious consequences, if the attempt was made to 
take him by force, as he wis observed to be freely 
drinking from a quart bottle. A ruse was therefore

decided upon, and while the chief engaged him in 
conversation, a ladder was procured from Weed’s 
tannery and raised alongside the window unnoticed 
by Moeller.

but desperate struggle, succeeded in disarming him. 

In the struggle Chief Meade was cut on the hand 
with a knife that the desperate man had in one of his 
hands. As soon as he was disarmed he weakened like 
acur, and agreed to go to jail without any further 
trouble. He readily walked down the stairs and to 
the jail alongside the chief as meek as a lamb, where 
he was locked up to await arraignment when he be- 
came sober.

ANDY BOWEN DOWNS BILLY MYER. 


(WITH ILLUSTRATION AND PORTRAITS. } 

The battie between Andy Bowen, of New Orleans, the light- 
weight champlon of Louisiana, and Billy Myer, the Ilinois 
Cyclone, for a purse of $5,000 offered by the West End ‘Athletic 
Club, of New Orleans, was decided at West End, La., on Muay 22. 
Ever since the mutch was ratified !t hns been one of the loading 
topics of conversation In sporting circles, and hundreds of dol- 
lars at odds of 2 to 1 on Myer were offered and accepted. Dele- 
gations of sporting men from all purts of the South and North- 
west Journeyed to the Crescent City to see the battle, and two- 
thirds of the sports backed Myer, who, by his previous victories 
looked like a sure winner. The ring was erected in the amphi- 
theatre ofthe club and about 2,000 spectators paid a bly tariff 
to witness the mill. Fifty policemen were on guard to prevent 
any unlawful demonstration, and they were picketed around 
the ring and on the exterior of the bullding. Among the celeb- 
rities at the ring side were Bud Renaud, General Beauregard, 
Sidney Bel), Chief of Police David S. Hennessey, Col. Joseph A. 
Walker, John Hueston, Wm. Swan, Churley Rich, Lee Cheeney, 
Jake Kilrain, John Fitzpatrick, who was the referee at the grent 
Richburg, Miss., battle, and « host of others. Pat Kendrick, of 
New Orleans, was referee. 

Bowen was seconded by Tommy Danforth, of New York, and 
Jim Sweeney, while the Iinvis Cyclone was seconded by Ed 
Myer, his brother, and Link Pope. The timkeepers were George 
R. Clark, of Chicago, for Myer, and Lionet. Adams, of New Or- 
leans, for Bowen. 


Both men had trained to the hour. Bowen at Mulberry Grove 
and Myer at Carrollton, and they both appeared to be fit to fight: 


for their lives. 

Bowen scaled 136% pounds, Myer 1334 pounds The conditions 
were “Police Gazette” rules, ench round to last three minutes, 
with one minute rest bei ween exch. 

Here is how it was done: 

RounpD 1.—Myer. on time being caliod, at once opened the ball 
by landing his .eft on Bowen's Jaw and napping a return blow 
on the head. Sharp fighting followed, and the round ended in 
Myer's favor. % 4 

Rounp 2 —Sharp fighting. Neither had any advantage. 

RounND 3.—Myer landed a heavy left hanger on Bowen's neck, 
and the latter countered Myer heavily on the nose. Desperato 
fighting followed and both men clinched continually. 

RounD 4.—Myer landed a heavy blow on Bowen's neck with 
his right which staggered him. Likea flash Bowen rushed at 
Myer and landed a terrific blow on Myer’s right eyes, opening a 
gash. First blood was claimed for Bowen. Desperate In-fight- 
ing followed, Bowen having decidedly the best of the round. 

Rounb 6.—Terrilfic fighting in this round. Honors even. 

RounND 6.—No blows were struck in this round, 

Rounp 7 —This was a slashing round, and Bowen surprised 
Myer’s friends by his viclous upper cuts and his clever ring 
tactics. 

Round 8.— Myer had the best of this round and managed to 
land several territic blows on Bowen, but received one or two 
heavy ones in return. 

RounD 9 —No blows were exchanged in this round. 

ROUND 10.—This was « slashing round. Myer landed a terrific 
dlow on Bowen's forehead, but the blow must have injured his 
hand, for Bowen ducked his head and the blow landed high up, 
Bowen gamely faced the music and fought Myer all over the 
Ting, amid shouts of $100 or $500 even Bowen wins. 

Rounp 11—Both men seem confident. More sparring and 
blowing, but no blows in this round. : 

Rounp 12—Sparring for wind. Bowen hits Myer on the neck. 

RounD 18—Sovarring for wind. Bowen leads, misses and Myer 
falls trying to get away. 

Rounp 14—Sparring tor wind, no blows. 

Round 15—Sparring. Bowen feints. 
Myer trying to tire Bowen. 

Rounp 16—Bowen hits Myer In the neck an‘1 leads again 
Myer ducks. Bowen leads and hits Myer in the breast Bowen 
hits Myer a terrible blow under the heart. Then they exchange 
light blows. , 

ROUND 17—Bowen leads, and hits Myer twice In the fuce. 
Sparring for wind. Myer leads. Bowen wards a blow off (n la 
Corbett). Terrible in-fighting follows, and the round ends in 
favor of Myer. 

RounD 18—Both men seem confident. Bowen leads and hits 
Myer intheear. Myer smiles. Bowen then hits him a terrific 
blow in the neck which staggered him. They sparred for wind 
awhile. Bowen led and hit Myer inthe neck. They clinch on 
the ropes and Bowen has iderably the best of it 

Rounp 19—Both men considerably tired. Bowen lands a ter. 
rible blow on Myer’s neck and Myer crovs-counters., 

ROUND 20—Myer chases Bowen around and tells him to come 
up and fight. Bowen hit Myer in the neck and gets him on the 
ropes. Bowen leads and hits Myer in the chin and Myer cross- 
coanters. Then they have some brisk infighting, and Bowen 
knocks Myer on the ropes by a powerful blow in the neck. 

RounpD 21—Bowen won't eome upto Myer. Bowen leads and 
hits Myer in the eye. Myer cross-counters on Bowen's neck. 
Bowen hits Myer on the shoulder Then they exchange blows 
and clinch and the referee has trouble getting them apart. 

RouND 323—Both men laughing. Bowen looks determined 
and seems to be the fresher man. Bowen hits Myer square in 
the nose and time ended the round. 

RouND 23—Bowen leads and hits Myer in the chest 

From this round to the end of the battle the fighting was de- 
cidedly in Bowen’s favor. In the twenty-sixth round Bowen 
hits Myer in the breast and then hits him square In the moutb. 
Myer makes aterrible lunge and misses. Both fight hard, and 
at the end cr the round are covered with blood. 

In the 27th round both men fought like demons, and Bowen's 
blows were the most effective. Both men clinched, and cries of 
foul were raised. The crow: tried to break into the ring, and 
would have done so only for the police. 

In the 28th round Bowen landed several terrific blowa on 
Myer’s nose and jaw, and the In-ter appeared to be either dazed 
or something was wrong. On time being called fur the 29th 
round, after the men had been fighting 1 hour 33 minutes, Myer 
quit. His inanager claimed he had hart his hand, but excuses 
don't win fistic encounters or any other contest, and Pat Ken- 
drick declared Bowen the winner. : 


Myer Jumps away. 





Andy Bowen Was born in New Orleans in 1867. He stands 6 teet 
3 inches high, and weighs, when in condition, 138 pounds. He 
commenced his career as a” pugilist when he was but sixteen 
years of age. He has never yet lost a battle. Among those he 
has defeated are the following fighters. Mike Murphy. whom 
he put to sleep in 2 rounds at Keller’s Market at New Orleans. 
Johnnie Wilson was the next to be knocked out by young 
Bowen. The battle took place at the Blue House, Jefferson City, 
and Wilson was knocked out in the third round. He then met 
and stopped Frank C. Pender, of Milwankee, at Minerva Hall, in 
6 rounds. James Buyle, of Pittsburgh, had enough of Bowen 
in 4 rounds. 


Joe Oliver of Chicago lasted nine rounds with Bowen. Skin 
ner Norton, also of Chi , was defeated in two rounds by 
Bowen. Bowen then commenced to make an international 
reputation for himselt by making the crack English lizht-welght 
Charles Wilson, quit in the third round. The battle was fought 
with skin-tight gloves at the Slaughter House. Tommy Ryan, 
an ambitious Jersey boy and the light-weight champlon of the 
United States Barracks, was whipped in three rounds Mike 
Murray of New York, bed to rep 1 taps on his jaw 
and sunk into dreamland during the third round. 

His next fight was with McHale, the champion of Pennayl- 
vania. The battie took place at the West End Club House, New 
Orleans. The Ogbt lasted two rounds and McHale, the favorite 











time in both rounds. 

Billy Myer was born near Streator, Iil., on Feb. 23, 1860, of 
German-Irish parents. He has lived with his parents in the city 
of Streator since he was 10 years of age. He received # public 
school education. When he left school it was to become a car- 
penter. He worked hard and consetentiously, and was regarded 
as an unusually apt apprentice. He did not evince any desire 
to become a boxer until he was upward of 20 years of age. He 
became proficient in the manly art of seif-detence, however, at 
an athletic club of which he was x» member. His reputation as 
an amateur boxer began to spread and he received innumerable 
challenges. He accepted all offers and defeated all comers. 

It was not until 1285. however, that he made his appearance 
as a professional pugilist. On Feb 23 in that year he met Paddy 
Weich and defeated him. Myer knocked Welch out in the first 
round. Welch was dissatisfied with the result and Myer met 
him a second time a year ater and put him to sleep in the third 
ronnd. 

Myer’s next battle was with Charlie Daley, Of St. Louis, the 
light-weight champion of the northwest. The battle was fought 
on Dec, 28, 1886, and Myer was declared the champion of the 
horthwest at the end of the thirty-second round. Myer also 
won 8 purse of $1,000 on his battle with Daley. 

Harry Gilmore, of Canuia, was the next to face the Streator 
Cyclone, the name by which Myer became known after his fight 
with Daley. The battle was for a purse of $2 000, and took place 
on Oct. 19, 1887. Gilmore had had enough of Myer and his hit- 
ting powers at the end of the fifth round. 

Gilmore attributed his defeat to accident. Another match 
was arranged with Myer fora similar purse and Gilmore was 
again knocked out, this time in 28 seconds. 

Myer was then matched to fight Jack McAuliffe for the light- 
weight championship of the world and a $5,000 purse. The bat- 
tle took place on Fob. 13, 1889, and to the astonishment of the 
coznoscenti resulted In a draw afcer 64 rounds had been fonght.

THE CONTEST BETWEEN JACKSON AND SMITH. 


The great fistic encounter b tween Peter Jackson. of Aus- 
tralia, and Ed. Smith, of Denver, Col., was decided at the Bat- 
tery D Armory, Chicago, Ml.,on May 19, The smiling Chns. E. 
Davies, the Parson, was happy when he ofdered the exhibition 
to begin. It is a fair estimate to say that the old hail held 5,000 
people. 

Capt. Lewis, of the Central Detail, took asent at the ring side 
and found equally good places for over a score of his bluecoats 
The crowd hissed and jJeered, fearing that the police had come 
to interfere with the proceedings, which the management had 
promised to be lively, but they were only present to see the 
sport. | Sinith was the first to enter the ring. Tom Allen, ex- 
champion heavy-welght, and Mike Cleary, his seconds, escorted 
him. Mr. Davies, in a few flattering words, gave Jackson his 
cue, and the black gladiator hopped into the ring, seconded by 
Sam Fitzpatrick, of Australian, and Jack Ashton. He drew sa 
loose ganze undergarinent over his little head and stood before 
the audience, his black skin glistening under the electric light 
like the surface of an ebony statue. He looked heavy and did 
not show signs of skillful training. He was ready for his work 
at the weight of 203 pounds. Smith peeled an instant later, and 
his clean skin, clear as ivory, was in great contrast to Jackson's 
He scaled at about 176 pounds. Muldoon had built him up in 
stead of training him down. Paddy Carrdll, of Mobile, Ala., 
was referee. 

The men eyed each other over low guards and feinted. on the 
lookout for an opening, Jackson saw theg first one and landed 
short on Smith's face. The Denver man retaliated in like, and 
then crowded tewards Jackson's corner, where there was some 
lively. close work, with Jackson grazing the post. He broke 
out of the corner and drove Smith to the centre, where they 
clinched. Smith forced matters a littie and a dangerous gleam 
came to the black man’s eye. He threw out his long left arm, 
and the four-ounce glove landed full on Sinith’s neck, and the 
Denver man went fairly to grass. He was up again facing 
blows of different sorts, but all of fearful force. He was fought 
into Jackson’s corner and again went down under the weight 
of the negro’s fist. He got his feet, but seemed dazed and 
unable to elcher ward off cr keep away from Jackson. He went 
down for the third tine under the ropes. He kept his grit, 
and, climbing up, half leaned against the ropes. He clinched 
Jackson and saved himself from going over the ropes just as 
time wae called. 

The crowd cheered wildly for Jackson, and, though the game 
was up with Sinith, the Denver lad toed the scratch for the 
second round with actual confidence. Jackson rushed hin 
from the start, swinging heavy blows on Smith's body, and 
Qnally catching him on the side of the head with his right and 
driving him head foremost through the lower ropes. Smith was 


at Jackson's mercy, the gallery crowd thought, but he recovered | 


his position and led the black man a lively chase, looking for 
an opening. Smith appeared groggy and uncertain on his feet, 
and when Jackson came up with him, went down on all fours 
under a tap on the back of the neck, but principally to avoid 
punishment. He seemed to be playing for wind, as well as 
avoiding punishment, and when he went down again it was his 
sixth fall, of which number four were from punishment. ; 
Jackson showed the effects of his rushing and seemed tired, 
when Smith showed up with a new supply of wind and pluck. 
He drove home his right on Jackson's chin and followed with a 
light one on the neck. Jackson was slightly groggy and did not 
retaliate for a healthy upper drive Smith got in on his ribs as 
time was called. F 
Smith stock bounded up when he siniied at the scratch for the 
third round. The round was principally marked by clinching 
by Smith. who hugged the Parson's pride” as thouch he loved 
him. Occasionally tereleased Jackson. Hv threw an awful 
right hander that landed short on Jackson’s face, but the black 
man red with a tr 1 left-hander on the seat of 
Smith's wind supply, and followed it with the right on tho jugu 
lar, which nearly toppled the Denver man off his pins. He fol- 
lowed his luck,’ and concluded the round with some vicious 
work on Smith’s body in an in-flight in the corner The round 


was in his favor, but was tame compared with the earlier 
work. 





In the fourth round Jackson led and caught Smith tull-on the 
neck. The ropes saved the Colorado man from the dust, and 
his pluck saved him froin bad results on account of a scorching 
left drive in theribs. Then Smith sailed in and gained the ap- 
plause of the crowd by the fairest blow yet struck. Te landed 
his right fir on cackson’s jaw, and staggered the biz colored 
man. He sent two like it after the first, but Jackson had re- 
sumed business and prevented them from scoring’ much. Tom 
Allen sh ) Z t and squirted refreshing water on 
his man until the referee stopped that work. Honors were even 
at the end of the round. 

In the Ath both men were tired. Smith appeared as strong 
and fit as Jackson, but he hugved the negro’ He gave as pood 
as he took, landing once squarely on Jackson's face and again 
on his body. But the Australian gathered up his resources for 
the homestretch, forced the fighting and compelled Smith to re 
sort tothe old clinching. Once he had the Denverite on the 
ropes, but let him get away. Final time was called, and the 
crowd halloed in vain for another round. No blood was drawn 
in the contest, save from a slight scratch on Smith’s forehead, 





caused by a rip in Jackson's glove. Smith had proved himself a | 


clever and game fighter, but it was evident he was outclassed. 
With his backers he acquiesced cheerfully in the decision of the 
referee. The fight was agreat one and was highly satisfactory 








to the thousands who witnessed it. Jackson wore his honors | 


meekly, but accorded credit to Smith for making him fight one 
of the cleverest matches of his career. Cleary and Ashton gave 


an ,exhibition of scientific sparring, there were half a dozen | 


amateur scraps and an exhibition of heavy lifting by Arnold 
and Ziban. Jackson showed as much effect of the punishment 
he received as did Smith, if not more. His left eye was swelling 
badly and was almost closed after the fight.
